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Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, species A, sub-species AA in the 
reply filed on January 28, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that 
examination of all the groups and embodiments would not place an undue burden on 
the Examiner. This is not found persuasive because examination of 3 inventions and all 
the variations of those inventions would be an undue burden on the examiner. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 5-25 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected Species.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sweet. 
Re claim 1 , Sweet discloses a three-way solenoid valve, comprising: a first pilot 

(18) valve, a second pilot valve (19), an inlet port (14), an outlet port (15), and an 
exhaust port (46), wherein: said inlet port is connected to said outlet port and said 
exhaust port is closed when both said first pilot valve and said second pilot valve are 
de- energized 1 , said inlet port, said outlet port, and said exhaust port are closed when 
said first pilot valve is energized and said second pilot valve is de-energized; and said 
outlet port is connected to said exhaust port and said inlet port is closed when said first 
pilot valve is de-energized and said second pilot valve is energized. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Cameron, Mahorney, and Bento teach three way solenoid valves comprising a 
first pilot valve, a second pilot valve, an inlet port, an outlet port and an exhaust port.
